Farm produce prices are lower, 
labour and running expenses 
higher. The result is obvious, so 
why. shy . away from the, 
thought? The honeymoon for 
farm folk is over and we might 
just as well realize it. Phe scon- 
er we do the better chance we 
have to combat it 

Of course there isn't much we 
can do about falling markets — 


etcept to watch for an- oppor- 
tune time for anything we have 
to seil Some farmers wateh the 
market trend, some don't Send 
cattle to market. when (there is 
already a heavy carry-over, and 
what’ can anyone expect but a 
low price? Naturally there are 
all kinds of farm economists 
telling us how to grow better 
crops, how to improve livestock: 


the best type of mhachinery for 
modern farming and so on, But 
I notice few of them give ad- 
vice to the average hundred- 
acre farmer on how to econo- 
mise. Along that line farm folk 
usually have to .work out their 
own salvation — or they don’t 
—- according to their ability and 
ingenuity ; 

Well, how can it be done, you 
may ask? That I do not presume 
to tell you. Everyone must be 
his own doctor — and some- 
times the necessary prescription 
is somewhat bitter to swallow. 
But I can tell you HOW to find 
out where and how to cut ex- 
penditure. That is if you have 
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already formed a habit of keep~

track of your income and 
expenditure. Go over your ac~ 
counts for 1953 — you will have 
to sooner or later anyway to 
make out your income tax re- 
turns. But don’t wait until the 
last week in March. Do it NOW 
while the year is still young, 
and by so doing find out ways 
and means by which you can 
economise, Your way may not 
be our way because we all have 
different ideas on economy 
However, only by a eareful 
study of past accounts is it pos- 
sible to find the loopholes 
through which unnecesserily 
high expenditure has. been seep- 
ing through. Ways and means 
may differ but the same funda- 
mental principle applies to all 
farm folk wishing to economise 
— cut down on the overhead 
and reduce current expenditure. 
That is possibly a better policy 


than to try and increase one’s 
income — at least by more in- 
tehsive farming. Grow more 


crops, grow more produce, sell 
more produce, and thus you help 
to aggravate markets that are 
already glutted. Price cufS auto- 
matically follow with the farm- 
er contributing to the very thing 
he has been trying to avoid — 
a reduction in farm income 

The very nature of his calling 
makes it impossible for the far- 
mer to go on strike — even if 
he wanted to. But there is noth- 
ing to stop him following the 
labour man‘s policy less 
work, fewer working hours and 
better pay. One farmer alone 
cannot do it but it would be 
possible if all farmers adopted 
the same plan. You will notice 
I said. “fewer” — not shorter 
hours. Farm animals cannot be 
put on trade union hours so to 
put in less time the farmer 
would have to arrange his 
schedule to suit himself.

Though tinted finger nails are 
as old as Egypt,it wasn’t until 
the comparatively recent devel- 
opment of commercial lacquers 
that antiquated pastes and pow- 
ders were discarded in favor of 
quick-drying liquid polishes. 

Northam Warren, an American 
pharmaceutical chemist, is cred- 
ited with making one of Cleo- 
patra’s beauty secrets a 20th cen- 
tury fashion. He had long con- 
sidered producing a lacquer sub- 
stitute for the inefficient hand 
buffers of the day. But the un- 
pleasant custom of cutting the 
cuticle with scissors or a knife 
diverted his attention for several 
years. And so, it wasn’t until the 
young chemist had successfully 
formulated the first bottle of 
liquid cuticle remover in 1911 
that he was able to turn his mind 
to manufacturing a quick-drying, 
long-lasting lacquer for the nails. 

Finally, in 1916 the first brush- 
applied nail lacquer appeared on 
the market. It was colorless and 
few women rushed out to buy it. 
The following year. the chemist 
altered his product slightly and 
cfeated a new fashion. He tint- 
ed the clear lacquer with a pale 
rose pigment. This was the birth 
of a multi-million dollar indus- 
try that has never known a de- 
pression. 

Nail polish sdld across the 
counter today is a vastly different 
product from the simple lacquers 
applied by more daring women 
during the First World War. 
Polishes now adhere better, dry 
quicker, wear longer and have 
been specially compounded to 
resist the effects of strong soaps, 
hot water and sea bathing. When 
one woman complained that her 
brightly manicured nails faded 
at the beach, manufacturers 
promptly set abou: making their 
shades sun-fast as well. 

‘ New shades are now closely 
cued to current color trends in 
the fashion industry. The mom- 
ent tangerine was introduced 
several seasons back as ? **- 
tume color, nail polish manufac- 
turers were ready with their vo- 
tles of tangerine-tinted nail lac- 
quers. Last spring a pinkish hue 
was the harmonizing nail fashion. 
This spring it will probably be 
a bright, clear red. 

Because there are endless vari- 
ations of red and pink, nail pol- 
ish is one of the most difficult 
lacquers to produce. Key man 
in the manufacturing process is 
the tinter. Because men some- 
times see colors differently, tint- 
ers are always tested first to de- 
termine whether they actually 
visualize colors as do the ma- 
jority of people. Only after 
years of experience in recogniz- 
ing almost imperceptible varj|- 
ations in shades, do they qualify 
as profesional tinters. 

As women are usually’ more 
sensitive to color than men, they 


‘are sometimes engaged for color 


comparison and final appoval 
work. However, since some of 
the duties of a tinter involve 
lifting heavy batches of lacquer 
and pigments, few women are 
attracted to this highly special 
ized field. 


Manufacturers offer a tip to 


women who complain abouf hav- 
ing to toss out half-filled bottles 
of nail polish because the unused 
contents have become too” thick 
to spread evenly. This is often 
the result.of failing to screw the 
cap on tightly enough, they say, 
and suggest wiping the clogged 
area around the bottle neck with 
a facial tissue moistened in nail 
polish remover before replacing 
the cap. ;

Color-styling the outside of the 
house is becoming as fascinating 
an adventure in decorating as 
doing over the living room. Not 
so long ago houses were painted 
drab brown, buff, grey or green 
to preserve the suriace Little 
thought was given to enhancing 
the design. Now, there are ex- 
terior paints that vie with inter- 
ior ones in color excitement, 
They will do much more than just 
protect property against the ele 
ments. 

A well-chosen color scheme can 
give a house an entirely new per- 
sonality, make it look larger, con- 
ceal an ugly feature as well as 
increase its resale or rental 
value considerably. 

Among the newest paints tor 
exterior use is a line of suburban 
colors specially developed to col- 
or-style erected or remodelled 
city and suburban homes. Bright 
and cheerful, they have been ce- 
veloped to harmonize with sur- 
rounding landscapes, the house 
next door and each other They 
have a look of permanence about 
them that helps overcome a new 
community's lack of trees and 
shrubs. All modern living colors, 
they consist of a smokey blue, 
a sparkling turquoise, Mother 
Nature’s own spruce, a cool coral, 
a rich sungold and a refreshing 
lime. 

A house has two large color 
areas—the roof and the walls. 
They need not match. Usually 
they don’t. But their colors should 
be carefully related.

Dark colors 
make areas look smaller, light 
colors make them bigger, hori- 
zontal| panels of color give’ the 
illusioh of width, vertical pane's 
height. Warm colors advance, 
cool colors recede, smal) areas of 
bright color balarive sections of 
subdued color. 

.Paint a small holise set back 
from the street white and it wi!l 
loom larger and appear to ad- 
vance several feet. Consider your 
color neighbors on either side 
Select a basic shade that will 
harmonize with them. Try tand- 
scaping with color. If the trees 
and shrubs seem to overshadow 
the house, light warm colors will 
help free it from the mass ol fol- 
iage. On the other hand, if the 
newly planted shrubs are sul 
kneehigh, use a warm green such 
as suburban spruce on the gable 
ends, walls or ‘garage and the 
house will assume an air of 
greater solidarity 

Play down ugly feacures with 
colors close to the wall shace. 
Then use a strong color like sub- 


urban coral or turquoise on one 


feature, such as the front door 
to distract attention from less 
attractive parts. 


Finally, take a tip from nature 
and keep the color scheme simple. 
Let one shade dominate the 
house’s color style, just as a single 
color generally emphasizes the 
beauty of an individual flower. 
Other colors in the individual 
scheme can be in contrast or in 
harmony with the featured one.

Faced with contracting mark- 
ets and shrinking prices, it is no 
wonder that farmers are paying 
more attention to the distribu- 
tion end of their business. They 
should keep in mind, however, 
that longer supply and shorter 
demand will make it difficult, 
maybe impossible, to keep mar- 
keting orderly by “direction” 
only. 

To function properly, a mar- 
keting agency needs the “pow- 
er to market” which means buy- 
ing and selling. Eventually to 
counteract any ganging up. of 
buyers, producer associations will 
have to establish their own co- 
operative processing plants. 

Yalf a dozen meat packing co- 
operatives, along the line of the 
one in Barrie, strategically plac- 
ed all through the province, 
might do wonders in keeping 
prices on an even keel at times 
of sudden gluts. By the same 
principle the fruit and vegetable 
growers could do much to im. 
prove their situation if they 
would set up a few plants of. their 
own.

I shall ask no price in cows or 
sheep, and you will become to me 
as my son, and all will belong to 
you when I die.

To Waik 10 Miles 


it is difficult to convey those 
who have had no experience ol 
this country the relationship or, 
rather, the lack of relationship 
between distance and time. There 
is probably no other country like 
northern Burma in the world. 
There is jungle as thi k: there 
are mountains as high and steep; 
there are climates a5 humid and 
extreme. But the combination of 
all three is unique. If you take 
a pair of dividers and measure 
off on the largest seale map you 
can find the distance between our 
Base Camp and Camp One ai the 
confluence you will find that it 
is about six miles. If we .allow 
fifty per cent extra for windings, 
ascents and descents, which can 
not be shown on the map, the 
distance is sll under ten miles 
To us who walked it that seems 
incredible, but it ls Wwue- on the

map. But remember we had to 
walk. Now the standard rate of 
walking in England—not usually 
achieved in practice—is four miles 
an hour.

Apply this rate, and the distance 
between our Base Camp and the 
confluence, say ten miles, would 
take two and a half hours, or at 
a generous estimate, three hours; 
and I have already said that we 
took three days over it. 

Why? It is true that a native 
carrying a very light load on his 
back would do the journey in a 
day, but it would take even him 
a great deal more than three 
hours.» We who took three days 
were on the road for sixteen 
hours altogether, including halts. 

If you can on the “ average, 
cover less than half a mile an 
hour, while expending more en- 
ergy than it requires to walk 
eight times as far on a good road, 
it is obvious that a ten-mile 
march begins to assume formid- 
able proportions. It means board 
and lodging on the way — tents, 
food, transport. Remember this 
is no tour de force, no momen- 
tary effort. The plant-explorer is 
living and working under these 
conditions for months on end...» 

Cranbrook told me that on the 
first night they had slept in an 
enormous natural cavern, under 
a fallen rock, where fifty men 
could have found shelter. It was 
off the path, a few hundred feet 
up the slope, completely hidden 
from thé slope below, so that I 
had not seen it. From the number 
of shelters we passed, the rocks 
blackened by smoke, I formed 
the idea that there was @ definite 
route up the valley.

On every hand we view hu- 
man suffering.

Economic And Political Collapse Now 
Post-War Japan 


- Threatening

TOKYO.—Japan is 
her second year of post-war s0v- 
ereignty threatened with econo- 
mic and political collapse. 


That is the opinion of both Jap- 
anese and foreign observers here 
studying the easily. discernible 
signposts of’ a shaky financial 
structure and a Diet more noted 
for shenanigans than stability. 

Signs are easy to spot, The av- 
erage Japanese household re- 
quires an iricome of about $90 
a month for a family of five on 
the rice standard. The average 
income is-about half of this. 


The result has been an endless, 


cycle of borrowing to make ends 
meet, until even the thousands of 
pawnshops have been forced to 
change their security require- 
ments in anticipation of coniplete 


collapse. No longer does a house- ~ 


wife use the back door to the 
¢pawnshop—she walks in un- 
ashamed and gossips with other 
women about the high cost of 
living. 
= e & 

The black market in rice is 
flourishing as government rations 
remain at a quota that feeds a 
family of five for only about 11 
days of the month. Those who 
have earnestly tried to substitute 
bread and wheat products are 
discouraged at the soaring price 
of hard-to-find butter that makes 
bread palatable to them. 

Behind these obvious signs is 
a sleek facade of post-war re- 
construction that fools no one. It 
has been accomplished by’ easy 
bank credits that are finally 
reaching the point of no return, 
This dismays the Japanese who 
did not build modern productive 
industries, but erected plush office 
buildings and restaurants, bought 
high-priced cars and threw lay- 
ish parties to entertain customers 
for non-existent merchandize. 

Japanese laments are loud, 
They blame prohibition of trade 
with Red China. They blame oc- 
cupation reforms. They blame 
the war and they blame the gov- 
ernment. They do not blame 
themselves for not re-establishing 
industries on a modern basis. 


“Before the war, Japan used to. 


export a mass of inferior goods 
at cheap prices,” one — business- 
man commented recently. “Now 
we are trying to flood the world’s 
markets with inferior merchan- 
dize at tremendous prices—and 
the world’s buying none of it.”

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CANDLE MAKING STILL A BIG 


BUSINESS 


When kerosene and then elec- 
tric light came into everyday 
use, everyone thought the time 
had come to echo Macbeth’s cry 
of “Out, out, brief candle.” But 
electricity has not yet snuffed 
the candelight from our homes. 

New and practical uses for 
candles keep candlemakers busy 
as ever at their age-old craft. 


’ Today there are chlorophyll can- 


dies to draw away odors; stubby 
nightlights to keep coffee flasks 
and casseroles warm at the table; 
TV candles. set deep in opaque 
glass jars, to provide the mini- 
mum light recommended by doc- 
tors for watching television; in- 
gect-repellent candles to keep 
mosquitoes at bay; and even can- 
dles flavored with peppermint, 
which have food value as well 
as burning qualities. 


vy Such modern ingenuity, how-’ 


eer, cannot “hold a candle” to 
the strange customs of the past. 
Candles were used by the wit- 
ches; in 1490 a witch was charg- 
ed in London with having burned 
a candle to make a man waste 
away as the wax melted, They 
were also useful 
witches. On Hallowe'en, when 
the witches held revel on the 
Lancashire moors, country folk, 
wandered about the fells after 
dark carrying lighted candles, 
The witches would try to blow 
the candles out, but if the bearer 
managed to keep them alight 
until the clocks struck midnight, 
they were safe from supernatural 
mischief. 

The devout Italians of Campo 
di Giove believed that a few 
drops of wax from holy candles 
lighted in church at Easter, if 
let fall on their hats, would safe- 
guard them from being struck 
by lightning. 

Another olf custom was “sell- 
ing by the candle’; a pin “was 
stuck into the side of a lighted 
candle and bidding proceeded

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very early days, especially in 
the rites of the Roman Catholic 
church, with its great Paschal 
candle lighted on altars at Eas- 
ter, blessed candles carried in 
procession at the Feast of Candle- 
mas, bell, book and candle used 
in the rites of excommunication, 
and the myriad votive lights 
burned daily before shrines. 


The earliest candles were made 
from the pith of rushes dipped 
in bacon fat, and until the end 
of the 18th century candles were 
usually of tallow, beeswax, or 
vegetable waxes such as bay- 
Then. spermaceti wax, 
from the blubber of the sperm 
whale, became popular. The 
measure of light called “candle- 
power” was based on the light 
produced by a spermaceti candle 
one-sixth of a pound ih weight, 
made to burn 120 grains per 
hour. & 

A hundred years ago came the 
greatest advance in the history 
of candlemaking, with the intro- 
duction of paraffin wax, a petro- 
leum product. The wax is ob- 
tained during the processing of 
lubricating oil when a special sol- 
vent removes it from the oil. It 
is then further purified and put 
to many. uses such as in making 
wax paper, wax cups and candles. 


Imperial operated a candle fac- 


tory at Sarnia refinery until 1948 
when the equipment was sold. 

The old.tallow candies had an 
oily smell; they flickered, gutter- 
ed and dripped, and their wicks 
had frequently to be trimmed, 
Paraffin wax gives more light 
per unit without odor, but has a 
low melting poift and makes a 
soft, transucent candle. Stearic 
acid—a product of tallow from 
which the smoky, smelly glycer- 
in has been refined—is added for 
hardness ‘ind opacity. Hand- 
dipping still produces the best 
quality candles but dipping ma- 
chines are used for mass produc- 
tion. In both cases numerous thin 
layers are built up around the 
wick by separate dips in molten 
wax. Candles in unusual shapes 
are made in molds into which 
wax is poured and allowed to 
harden in due course. 


Whatever the manufacturing 
method, the wax and the wicks 


-yemain the production essentials 


of candlemaking. Most candle 
factories have a mixing room 
where the waxes are treated with 
acids and chemicals to achieve 
purity. 
are blended to 
special needs. 
Wicks vary according to re- 
quirements and there are many 
special textures and sizes, Often 
they are of cotton yarn braided 
by machinery but they may be 
flat, round, square or 
colored. 
The dipping department of a 
candle factory is full of machines, 
many-hued dye baths, moulds 
and holders for the finished can- 
dies. The dipping machines 
used in some factories for mass 
production operate on a merry- 
go-round principle.

Filling their special or- 
ders forms a small but steady 
trade for F. Baillargeon Limited 
of St. Constant, P.Q., the lar- 
gest firm of candlemakers in 
Canada. Since the candle re- 
tails at about a dollar a pound, a 
six-footer who buys a three-inch 
diameter birthday candle will be 
out of pocket nearly $17. 

In ir homes, since electric 
light arrived, the candle’s fune- 
tion has changed. It is now 
used primarily for ornamental ef- 
fect, a trend encouraged by in- 
terior decorators, and is more in 
demand'than ever. Many people 
prefer 
because .the soft, haloed gleam 
flatters the high polish of wood, 
sparkle of crystal and glint of 
silver. 

One new novelty candle makes 
a virtue of the grease which 
flows as it burns; beneath @ 
white-iced surface, it changes

New ideas for baby showers 
are candles in the shape of pink 
or blue bootees, or a baby’s bot- 
tle. For cocktail parties, a fat 
pineapple candle forms a wax 
pincushion for matchsticks to 
skewer hors d'oeuvre tidbits. 
There are. waterlily candles to 
float in a flat glass dish, and 
slender tapers to arrange among 
flowers. Kits of pearls and se- 
quins are sold to decorate plain 
candles for gala occasions. Little 
hockey players can be custom- 
finished in the club colors of any 
specific Canadian team. Festivi- 
ties the year round have their 
symbols in wax—the Easter bun- 
ny, the Hallowe’en pumpkin and 
at Christmas, of course, Santa 
Claus. 

There are few limits to the 
ingenuity of the candlemakers, 
from the tiny tapers that top 
a birthday cake to the world’s 
biggest candle—a one-ton giant, 
17 feet tall with a 60-inch waist- 
line, lit each year on the anni- 
ersary of the death of Caruso in 
the church at Pompeii where he 
is buried. 

No wonder that poets, from 
King Solomon and Shapespeare 
to Edna St. Vincent Millay have 
sung the praises of the graceful, 
friendly candle. It has been 
used as the symbol of light, of 
comfort, of time, and of life it- 
self.

Do under-fed calves make the 
best cows. That’s the question 
by Dr, J. Thomas Reid, of 
Cornell University, writing in the 
Farm J (Philadelphia). 
The claims he makes are startling, 
to say the leash and well worth 
your attention.

What would you think of this 
way of raising dairy heifers: un- 
der-feed them from the time 
they're a few days old until they 
freshen. Start them with a little 
milk for five weeks. Carry them 
along on pasture or roughage and 


Will the under-fed heifers live 
longer, breed more efficiently, 
and produce more milk in a life- 
time ,than those fed well as 
calves? That is the main objec- 
tive of this experiment, and we 
won't have these answers for 
several years.

One thing that concerns us is 
that many of our low-fed heifers 
have not. been able to deliver 
their calves without help. This 
could affect’ the productive life 
of these animals.

They Fell Hard— 
But Still Survived 


All over the world are men and 
women, walking about and lead- 
ing normal lives, who would be 
dead but for a million-to-one 
chance that landed them square- 
ly on their féet. 

Who, in this respect, is the 
luckiest man? Well in the run- 
ning must be a Bristol painter, 
who fell 100 feet fxm Clifton 
suspension bridge and landed on 
his feet. The earth was soft and 
he escaped. with two broken ribs, 
cuts and shock—injuries some 
folks have suffered falling off a 
step-ladder. 

The painter was helping a girl 
rescue her mackintosh when he 
fell from the parapet. And the 
records, show only three other 
people Who have fallen from the 
bridge and escaped alive. Two 
fell into deep water. The third, 
a woman many years ago, had 
her fall slowed by her crinoline 
skirt billowing out like @ para- 
chute. 

Clarence Lund, in Chicago, 
must have thought when he fell 
out of a skyscraper window that

Search for the record fall vic- 
tim who has survived almost -un- 
hurt produces some astonishing 
stories. 

F. §. Sutherland, a Chicago 
steeplejack, missed his hold 300 
feet up. He fell 270 feet, hit tele- 
phone wires and was slowed up 
sufficiently to land in the snow 
another thirty feet, below without 
fatal injury. Indeed, a few days 
later he was walking around as 
usual, 

It was sausage meat that saved 
Andre Cavalier, in 1914, when he 
fell from a sixth-storey window 
in Paris. The sausage meat was 
on a butcher's stall exactly under- 


) neath. Cavalier spoiled his 


clothes, but did not break a bone. 

There were 1,800 feet between 
Joseph Boulton and solid ground 
when he overbalanced into a@ 
shaft at a Midland colliery. As 
the daylight faded in the mouth 
of the shaft, he spotted a wire 
rope going down it... and grab- 
bed it. He slipped 300 feet be- 
fore he came to a stop 1,000feet 
down the shaft. His only injuries 
were burns on his hands and legs 
through friction with the rope. 

Water at the bottom of the shaft 
saved a miner who. fell in a Staf- 
fordshire colliery.' He fell 250 
feet like a stone before hitting 
the water and escaped with a 
eut on the head. 

Undoubtedly the longest fall to 
be survived was that of Mrs. 
Betty Oliver, who was working 
an elevator in the Empire State 
Building when it was hit by a 
bomber which flew into it. Her 
elevator was on the 80th floor 
and she had just closed the gates 
- when the impact of the bomber 
cut the cables. The elevator plum- 


_ meted down 1,000 feet, taking 
several agonizing seconds to 
reach the bottom. Fourteen 


people were killed, but- Mrs. 
Oliver survived. 

Cliff falls are often broken by 
bushes or projections and people 
have even fallen over Beachy 
Head and survived. The miracu- 
lous escape of an 11-year-old gifl, 
called “E.H.L.,” after falling over 
a 380 foot cliff at Lulworth Cove, 
is commemorated by an inscrip- 
tionon the spot. 

A striking exhibit at the Col- 
lege of Surgeon's museum for 
many years has been part of the 
skeleton of a man showing a 
hole through chest and back. The 
man was ramming dynamite in- 
to a hole when it explodéd. The 
iron bar transfixed him. He sur- 
vived and died a natural death 
many years later. 

More ‘recently a London fac- 
tory worker had a million-to-one 
escape when a metal rod a quar- 
ter of an inch thick was driven 
right through his head. It enter- 
ed below his left ear and came 
out by his right ear, miraculously 
missing any vital part. 

But the most astonishing escape 
of this kind must have been that 
of Mr. Swaile, who was in the 
back seat of a car when it col- 
lided with a pony cart. A shaft 
of the cart pierced the window 
of the car, entered his mouth and

Country Where 
Pigs Really Do Fly 


The little ‘plane was climbing 
high over the steamy jungles of 
New Guinea, and the pilot watch- 


» ed the altimeter. Nine thousand 


feet read the dial. Ahead lay a 
jagged mountain range, 12,000 
feet high, which he had to clear. 

He glanced back into the cab- 
in where his only passenger 
slept heavily. The man on & 
stretcher was a violent mental 
case who was being flown to the 
hospital on the coast. Before tak- 
ing off he had been heavily dosed 
with drugs. “That'll keep him 
quiet for the trip,” the doctor 
had said. 

Ten thousand feet . .. Then 
the flier’s heart jumped ashe 
glanced back into the cabin 
again, The doctor hadn't allowed 
for the effects of the high elti- 
tude, and’ the dangerous patient 
had come to and was stalking the 
pilot! 

The demented man came near- 
er. Then he sprang. The pilot let 
go of the controls and threw 
everything into a do-or-die 


: punch. It clipped the man on the 


jaw, and he fell with a groan to 
the floor of the ‘plane, where 
he lay still. 

Still the pilot fought for 
height, watching his passenger. 
He cleared the peak and, safely - 
over, went down steeply into 
a valley. At five thousand feet 
the drug took charge once more 
and kept the patient in a safe 
sleep until the landing. 

That was the recent nerve- 
shattering experience of a char- 
ter pilot in New Guinea, where 
flying conditions are perhaps the 
worst in the world but where 
the saying is, “You fly or stay 
home.” From Lae on the coast 
to Wau, the fabulous mining 
area where $6,000,000 worth of 
gold is produced each year, is, 
only 65 miles. But it takes ten 
days if you go by land—over a 
track too deep for mules. 

Everything in the town at Wau 
(700 white men and 6,000 native 
workers), including the gold- 
mining dredges which weigh 
2,500 tons each and the hotel’s 
pianola, have been flown in 
piecemeal by air. 

The 183,500 square miles of 
Papua and New Guinea are a net- 
work of 'dromes, many of them 
of pocket-handkerchief size, 
perched on the slopes of the 
mountains. 

The ‘planes used are mainly 
Austers, Dragon Rapides and Da- 
kotas. Pilots don’t fly by instru- 
ments—it’s too dangerous. They 
always fly round clouds. 

But accidents are few, thanks 
to the high skill of the men who 
fly there. 

No one. nervous about flying 
should contemplate an aerial 
holiday in New Guinea. 

At Goilala, in Papua, the pilot 
always tells nervous passengers 
to shut their eyes during take- 
off. The "plane races over the 
strip on the mountain slope and 
takes off over a cliff edge with 
barely flying speed. Within a few 
yards it has to bank vertically 
to prevent running int the steep 
cliff directly ahead. 

At Pahpeenee, among peaks up 
to 15,000 feet, there is a strip 
where the pilot has to alight on 
the edge of a deep mountain.

As at Goilala, when taking off, 
he has to get his ‘plane airborne 
for the lift over the edge of a 
sheer drop into the valley 
Where ‘dromes can't be hack- 
ed out of the mountain slopes, 
supplies are dropped from the 
air by the “free drop” and the 
“storepedo” methods.

By these means even gelig- 
nite, bottled beer and eggs have 
been dropped safely to settlers 
and prospectors. 

Australian war ace, 36-year- 
old Bobby Gibbes, D.S.0., D.F.C. 
and bar, runs an airline, Gibbes 
and Sepik Airways, wifich 
serves a wild area of 20,000 
square miles of jungle, fierce 
rushing rivers, and rugged 
peaks. His strange cargoes bear 
out the unofficial motto of the 
airlines in this Stone Age part 
of the world: “If you can get 
it into the ’plane, we'll fly it.” 

Gibbes’ cargoes in one recent 
month included: A crate of birds 
of paradise for the London Zoo. 
Ducks, chickens, cattle, dogs, 
and cats. Pythons for an Aus- 
tralian zoo. 

Natives, says Gibbes, seem to 
carry everything they possess, 
even old tins. “You can weigh 
them. in at night for the next 
day’s flight,’ he says, “and in 
the .morning they will have ac- 
cumulated another forty pounds 
of luggage apiece. One couple 
even acquired a new baby in 
the short period between weigh- 
ing in and take-off; the mother 
just. went off into the scrub to 
give birth to the child, and was 
quite ready to continue the 
journey.” r 

Even pigs fly in New Guinea, 
though one of them didn’t go 
far and came down faster than 
he went up. It was in the pio- 
neer days of flying and the pig, 
a Berkshire boar, was put in 
the open cockpit behind the 
pilot’s, apparently well strap- 
ped in. 

Airborne, it got its rear legs 
free and began kicking the ply- 
and-canvas fuselage. In self-de- 
fence the pilot had to loop the 
loop and unload the pig in mid- 
sir. The pig was almost cer-~ 
tainly welcomed in the cooking 
pots of the native village near 
which it fell. 

Gibbes’ airline often carries 
headhunters. The Sepik River, 
in northeast New Guinea and 
bordering Dutch New Guinea, is 
the chief source of native la- 
bour and there white recruit- 
ers go to sign up wild natives 
for labour on the plantations.

~ PASTURE 
MANAGEMENT 


Realizing that good pastures 
can result in added income to 
farmers, the Maritime Fertilizer 
Council has come out with a 
number of basic rules on pas- 
ture management for the guid- 
ance of cattlemen. They are: “ 

1) For a long-term pasture 
one should select the very best 
land with a good sod, as near 
to the barn and water supply 
as possible. 

2) If fencing is - convenient 
and cheap, rotational grazing 
in two or three fields will as- 
sist materially in maintaining 
a good sward and allow wild 
white elever to go to a This 
is a good precaution in case of 
severe winter killing. 

3) Complete fertilizers con- 
sisting of nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potash are generally neces- 
sary. If the soil is extremely 
acid and cannot be convenient- 
ly put into a cultivated rota- 
tion, a top dressing of lime 
should be applied — preferably 
in the fall. 

4) It is much cheaper to treat 
a good soil with fertilizers and 
than to plow 
‘and re-séed it for pasture pur- 


poses, If the sod is gone there 
is no option. , 

5) Fertilize at least half am 
acre for each full-grown ant- 


mal, 
6) Keeping the grass well 


~ grazed early in the season will 


encourage wild white clover te 
develop in place of poorer 
grasses, thus increasing the nu- 
trient value of the herbage and 
making better late summer pas- 
tures. 

7) On naturally dry soils, if 
fresh water is handy, It will 
often pay to install a spray or 
other irrigation system.

Grazing on oats sown 8&8 a 
nurse crop to clover and timothy 
has been found to be an excele 
lent supplementary pasture for 
part-time grazing without in- 
jury to the new seeding. An 
acre of oats fertilized at seeding

N a very short time, stainless steel has come out of the kitchen 
and into the dining room, where it graces the table in company

~~ set Nearly every housewife has some stainless steel in her kitchen 
APA eeednich she uses for stirring or other food preparation. Thus, she 
ewonders how the more expensive stainless (selling for perhaps 
>= “BP a place setting) differs from the cheaper varieties that offer 
bas @ set for four persons at a mere $10. © 
The answer, as always, lies In quality. First, there’s a matter 
of finish. Unlike the inexpensive stainless, the quality stainless 
~ ‘has no rough edges and is buffed to bring out the lasting, high 
luster of the Stainless itself. 


Many brides-to-be are picking stainless steel as their only 
tableware in starting out. Later on, they can edd sterling, but 


at the outset they have one good quality set that will serve: 


handsomely both for family and guests. 

Im shopping for stainless, then, watch for hollow handles on 
knives and graded pieces. Graded pieces are those tapering in 
thickness toward the edge of the spoon bowls, handles and tips 
of fork tines, just as in the best sterling. 

Such grading improves the appearance, feel and balance of the 
tableware, The woman buying stainless should always hold a 
piece in her hand and inspect it carefully for such qualities. 

Stainless is usually most beautiful in very simple designs, but 
there are a number of patterns on the market today from which 
the housewife can choose. 


Designers no longer translate silver designs into stainless; they 
design for the stainless itself.

Edgar Andrew Collard, Editor 
of the Montreal Gazette, per- 
formed a signal service when he 
warned Canadians in a recent 
speech that the greatest present 
danger is that one of mankind's 
greatest weaknesses—his disin- 
clination to work—is undergoing 
an “unprecedented exploitation.” 
He pointed out that instead of 
being condemned, this disinclina- 
tion to work is almost being 
exalted into a social virtue and 
a progressive aim. “It is being 
suggested that work is a neces- 
sary evil that the present society 
may render more and more un- 
necessary. It is not surprising,” 
he said; “that converts are easily 
won to so attractive a philoso- 
phy.”

There is increasing evidence 
that markets are becoming 
strongly competitive and no pro- 
ducer can compel customers to 
buy goods or services at prices 
higher than they are able or 
willing to pay. The major cost 
of any. product is the labour 
which goes into it, from the raw 
material state until it reaches 
the hands of the ultimate con- 
sumer. If that cost continues to 
rise without any compensating 
increase in the number of units 
produced, a sales resistance is 
developed which could spell 
disaster. 


The formula of fewer hours 
and higher pay, with no increase 
in production per man hour, is 
hardly one that can continue jn- 
definitely if Canada is to remain 
in business as a successful com- 
petitor. Mr, Collard said, “The 
fate of Canada’s merchant marine 
has been a grim warning. The 
cost of operating this fleet has 
rendered it ifereasingly unable 
to compete with deepsea shipping 
under the registry of most other 
natiéns. What has happened 
here could also happen to many 
other Canadian industries.” 


As the speaker pointed out, 
the disinclination to work does 
not characterize any one group 
or class of Canadians, but is in 
fact becoming generalized as a 
way of life. Even the schools, 
at times, instead of resisting and 
correcting this attitude, almost 
seem to reflect and confirm it. 
Pleas for less homework, short-

Here in Rome the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of the 
des Nations (FAO) has its 
quarters. In one of the ultra- 
modern buildings that Mussolini 
put up for one of his government 
departments, & thousand people 
of a dozen different nationalities 
gollect and co-ordinate all infor- 
mation on production. and distri- 
bution of food products in all con- 
tinents. 
It is here that we gathered 
some of the facts and figures 
to get a picture of the 
gituation in Europe. 
Increased Production 
tural production in 
North Western Europe has’ in- 
ereased by about two per cent 
annually since 1950 it has kept 
with the increase in popula- 
Sco ‘aitiot 1938 and in the United 
Kingdom considerably exceeded 
$t. . 


This result has been obtained 
with lower imports of animal 
feeding stuffs and the index of 
production net of imported feeds 
exceeds the index of gross pro- 
duction by about five per cent. 

In 1952-53 the production of 
_ @ereals and sugar exceeded the 
average of the four previous 
years, but the production of po- 
tatoeg was lower and the weather 
was not generally favourable for 
pasture and other green fodder.

Except in 
France the output of coarse 
grains was generally greater than 
before the war. 

Italian Production Down 


In Italy expansion of agricul- 
tural production has not kept 
pace with the increase in popu- 
lation. Most progress has been 
achieved in special products such 
as fruit, vegetables, wine and in- 
dustrial crops, most of which are 
largely grown for export. A de- 
cline in the cereal area has not 
been compensated by higher 
yields, and coarse grain produc- 
tion in particular is considerably 
less than before the war. Live- 
stock production as a whole is 
not yet at the prewar level, but 
ig* approaching it for milk and 
eggs. A somewhat larger produc- 
tion of rice and sugar has been 
a feature of Italian agriculture in 
recent years. 

How far Italian production is 
lagging behind can best be judg- 
ed by comparing the average yield 
per hectare of the years 1948-52 
with the average of the period 
of 1934-38. While Western Eur- 
ope has increased its production 
by 15 per ‘tent, 
production is down six per cent. 
In rice and maize—in spite of 
the first-mentioned larger pro- 


duction—they produced in 1948- 


52 only 83 per cent of the average 
of 1934-38. Maize and rice are the 
most important staple foods of 
Italy. 
Italian Politics 
The low productivity and the 
concentration of land ownership 


‘in large holdings’ on which the 


peasants work either as share 
croppers or for very low wages, 


are the main stumbling block for 


the formation of a new govern- 
ment. The situation is clearly re- 
cognized by all parties. 

The parties on the extreme 
right want to maintain the sta- 
tus quo, those on the extreme 
left — Communists and Nenni 
Socialists—are aiming at totali- 
tarianism and within the Chris- 
‘tian-Democrats, party of the 
Centre, opinions are divided. 
Signor Fanfani, leader of the 
social minded faction of the 
Christian-Democrats, wanted to 
to it alone and has antagon- 
ized the three small parties of 
the old De Gasperi coalition, the 
Liberals, Republicans and Demo- 
cratic Socialists. 

There is still hope that the old 
coalition can be rebuilt.
